Here is abandance of Knowledg , 
yet but little Truth known. The 
generality of oar Knowledg is but 

as Caftles in the Air, or ground- 
fs fancies. I know but two ways that are 
dained for. the getting of Wifdom, ViZ. the 
ook of God, and of Natures and thefe alfo, 
ut as they are read with reafon. Many look 
pon the former as a thing below them, upon 
he latter as aground of Athei{m, and there- 
ore neglect both. It is my judgment, that as 
o fearch the Scriptures is moft neceffary, fo 
vithout reafon it i impofible, Faith without 
Realon is but implicit. If I cannot underftand 
ay Reafon how every thing is, yet I will fee 
forme reafon that a thing is fo, before 1 believe 
it to be foe Iwill ground my believing of the 
Scripture upon reafon, I will improve my Rede 
fon by Philofophy. How {ball we convince gain- 
fayers of the truth of the Scriptures, but by 
principhes of Reafon? When God made Man 
after his own Image, How was that, but by 
l making.

only of this, but of many other Myfteries à 
incredible as this. So that if any one {bonld 
ask me, What one Book did moft conduce to 
the knowledg of God and the Creature, and 


the Myfteries thereof; I (bould {peak contra- 
ry to my Fudzment 5 if I foould not, next 
to the facred Writ, fay Sandivogius. All 
this I [peak for thy enconragement, that thoa ` 
fbouldft lay afide other frivolous Books 5 
and buythis, and read it over, and thon 
wilt (Iqueftion not) thank me for my idz 
vice. E

illaflrate the poffivility of Nature, and the

WSS Any wifeand very learntd men many 
is Ages fince, yea (Hermes celtilying 
© the fame) before the Flcud, wrore 
many things concerning the ma- 
king che Philofophers Scone 3 and 
have bequeathed fo many writings unto us, thac 
unlefs Nature fhould dayly work chings cre- 
dible tous, fcarce any one would believe ir as a 
truth thac there were any Nature ac all: becaufe 
in former Ages there were not fo many devilers of 
things, neither did our Anceftors regard any thing 
befides Nature it felf,and the poffibilicy of Nature. 
And although they were.contented with the plain 
way alone of Nature, yet they found out chofe 
things which we now imployed about divers things 
could not with all our wits conceive, Thisis be- 
B . cafe. 
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caufe Nature and the Generation of things in che — 
world 1s efteemed of us mean and plain. And 
therefore we bend our wits not to things known, 
and familiar, but to fach things, which nor arall, 
or very hardly can be done. ~ Wherefore it hap- 


pens that we are more dexcerousin devifing curi- 
ous fubulties, and fuch which che Philofophers 
themfelves did never think of, than to attain to 
the true procefs of Nature, and che right meaning © 
of Philofophers, And fuch is che difpofition of 
mens Natures, as co negleét thofe things they 
know, and tobe always feeking after other things 
fuch alfo and much more_is that of mens Wits , 
and Fancies, to which ‘theix Naturt is {ubjected. 
As for-example You fee any Artificer, when 
he ‘hath attained to the hichet perfecton of his 
Arc, either fearcheth into other Arts, or abufeth 


the fame, which healready kath, cr elfe leaves it 
off quite. So alfo is generous-Nature always a- 
€tive and doing tois very Iliad (34. e. ) ucmoft pes 
riod, and afterward ceafeth, For there is given 
to Nature from the beeinning a certain kind of 
grant, or permiffion {till co arcain co things bet- 
ter and better through her whole progrefs, and 
to come to her full reft, cowards which the tends 
with all her might, and rejoycerh in her end, 
‘asa Pifmire doch in her old age, at which time 
Nature makesher Wings. Even fo our Wis have 
proceeded fo far, efpecially in the, Philofophical 
Ait, or Praxis of che Stone, that now we areal- 
moft cometo the Iliad 1c felf..;’ For the Arc of 
Chymiftry hath now found out! fuch fubtilues , 
that {carce greater can be invented, and differ as 
much from che ‘Arc .of the Ancient Philofophers

asa Clock-Smith doth from a plain Black-Smich: 
And although both work upon Iron, yee neither 
underftands the others Labours, although both 
are Mafters of their Art. If Hermes himfelf, 
the Father of Philofophers, fhould now be alive, 


and fubtil-wicred Geber, together with moft pro- 
found Raimundus Lalii, they would not be ac- 
counted by our Chymifts for Philofophers , bur 
tacher for Scholars : They would be ignorant of 
thofe fo many Diftillations, fo many Circulati- 
ons, fo many Calcinations, and fo many other in- 
humerable Operations of Artifts now adays u- 
fed; which men of this age devifed , and found 
ouct of their Writings. There is one only thing 
wanting to us; thart is, to know chat which 
they effeGed, viz, the Philofophers Stone, or Phy- 
fical Tin@ture we whilft we feek that, find out 
other things ¢ and unlefs the Procreation of Man 
were fo ufual aš it is, and Nature did, ia that 
thing ftill obferve her own Law, and Rules we 
fhould fcarce nor bucerr, But to retura to what 
Tintended ; I promifed in this firft Treatife to 
explain Nature, left every idle fancy fhould turn 
‘us afide from the true and plain way. Therefore 
“T fay Nature is but one, true, plain, perfect and 
‘éntire in its own being , which God made from

pleafech him to do. All things proceed from this 
very Nature alone; neither 1s there any thingin 
the world without Nature. And alchough ic 
happens fomecimes thar there be Abortives 3 this 
is not Natures fault, butof the Aruft, or place. 
This Nature is divided into feur places , in 
which the works all chefe chings which appear 
to.us under fhadows; for truly things. may -be 
faid rather to be fhadowed curto us , than really 
to appear. She is changed in Male and Female, 
and is likened to Mercury, becaufefhe: joyns her 
felfco various places; and according to the good= 
nels or the badnefs of the place the brings forth 
things; although co us there feerh no bad places 
at allin che Earth. Now for Qualities there be 
only four, and thefe are in all things, but agree 
not;for one alway exceeds another. Moreover, Nae 
cureisnot vifible, although fhe acts vifibly 5 for 
je isa Volacile Spiric, which executes its Office 
sn Bodies, and 1s placed, and feated in the Will 
and Mind of God. Nature in this place ferves 
us for no other purpofe, but co underftand her 
Places, which are more futable, and of nearer af- 
finicy coher; that is, to underftand how to joyn 
one thing co another, according to Nature, thae 
wemix noc Wood and Man together, of an Ox 
oreany other living Creature and Metals toge- 
ther: buet lec every thing act upon its own 
like: and then for cercain Nature, fhall per- 
form her Offce. «The Place of.. Nature js no 
‘other than, as I faid, before, what‘is in the Wall

and chat which is chiefeft of all, religious, fearing 
God , not’ injurious to their Neighbour. Then 
lec them diligently confider , whether their pur- 
pole be agreeable to Nature ; whether it be pofi- 
ble, ler them learn by clear examples, viz. Oar 
of what things any thing may-be made, how, 
and in what Veffel Nature works, For 1f thou 
wile do any thing plainly, as Nature her felf doch 
doit, follow Nature; but if chou wilt accempe 
to do a‘thing better chan Nature hath done 
ic, confider wellin whac, and by what ic is bet- 
tered, and let it always be done in its own like. 
As -for example, if thou defireft to exalca Mes 
tal in Vertue ( which is our intention ) further 
than Nature hath done; thou muft take a Me- 
talline Nature both in Maleand Female, or elfe 
thou fhalt effe&t nothing. For if thou doft pur-

Now we muft begin co creat of the acting 
of Nature. As Nature isin the Will of God, 
and God created her, or put her upon every 
Imagination ; fo Nature made her felf a Seed, 
(i.e.) her Will, and Pleafure in the Elements. 
{he indeed is but one, and yet brings forth divers 
things; but workes nothing without a Sperm : - 
Nature works whatfoever the Sperme pleafech, 
for itis asic were an Inftrument of fome Arufi- 
cere. The Sperm therefore of every thing is bet- 
ter;-and more advantagious to the Artificer, chan 
Nature her {elfe For by Nature without Seed , 
you fhall doas much asa Goldfmith fhall with- 
out Fire, Gold, or Silver, or a Husbandman with- 
out-Corn or Seed. If thou haft che Sperm, Na- 
ture is prefently at hand , whether it be to bad 
-orgood, She works in Sperm, as God doth in 
the free willof man: and chat is a great myftery, 
becaufe Nature obeys the §perm, not by compul- 
— Tion, but voluntarily, even as God fuffers all things 
. which man wills, not by conftraint, but out of his 
7 own free pleafure: Therefore he gave Man free 
- will whether co bad or to good.. The Sperm there- 
fore is the Elixir of every thing, or Quinteffence ,.

the Beaft would prefently conceive the Seed of the 
Man, becaufe Nature isbut one 3 and then there 
would not be borna Man, but a Beaft, and an A- 
bortive ; becaufe the Seed did nor find a place fus 
table co it felfe By fuch an-inhumane and dete-

would be. brought forth divers Beafts like unta 
Men for foit 1s, if the Sperm goes into the Cen-

may aseafily be brought forth a Tree, asa Meral.

and fendsthem furch. And how that is done 1S

The third Creatife. 
Of the true firft Matter of Metals. 


THe firft Matter of Metals is twofold, but 

A the one cannot make a Metal without the o- 
ther. The firftand principal isthe hurnidity of 
the Air mixed with heat; and this che Philofo- 
phers called cMercary , which is governed by 
the Beams of the Sun and Moon in the Philofo- 
phical Sea, the fecond Js che dry heat of the Earth, 
which they called Sulphur. Buc becaufe all crue 
Philofophers chiefly concealed this, we willa lit- 

tle more clearly explain it; efpecially che weight 

or poife , which being unknown, all things are 
{poiled. Thence ic is, that many bring forth an 
Abortive oucof:thac which is goods for there be. 
{ome that cake the.whole Body for the Matter, or 
Seed, or Sperm; and fome that take a piece, and 
all chefe go befide the right way. «As for exam- 
ples if any one-fhould cake the Foot of a Man, 
-and the Hand of a. Woman, and would by. mixing

thefe two together make a Man, it were not po. 
ble tobe done. Forthereis in every Body a Cen.

- IVf After the four Elements have fent forth 
= their Virtues into the Center of che Earth, che 
-Archeus by way of Ditillacion fends them up un-

-heat of ics perpetual motion: for the Earth is po- 
= rous, and this Wind by diftilling through the 
Pores of the Earth, is refolved into Water, out of 
which all things are made. Therefore let che Sons 
of Wifdom know, thar the Sperm of Metals doth 
not differ from the Sperm af all things, vis. the 
moift Vapour: therefore in vain do Artfts look 
after the reducing of Metalsinto their firft Matter, 
whichis anly a Vapour. The Philofophers meant 
not facha firt Macer, but only the fecond Mat- 
| ter, aS Bernardus ,Trevifanus \carnedly difcuflech

Even fo very experience teftifies, chat Gold 
cannot be got or found any where butin Moun- 
tains, and {eldom or never in plain and level

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and fo they embrace one another, as that they cari 
hardly be feparated; afterwards the Sun’ of the 
Heavens digefting them, makes that fat Clay which 
the Potters ufe. Butin places where there is grofs 
Sand , and -whither the Vapour doth not bring 
with ic that Fatnefs, or Sulphur , it brings forth 
Herbs and Grafs in. Meadows. There be other kind ; 
of Stones; which are called precious Stones,as the 
Diamond, Rubies, Emerald, and fuch like Gems 
as thefe, all which are generated after this Manner. 
When the Vapour of Nature is fublimed by ic 
felf, without being joyned co the fatnefs of Sal- 
phur, andcomes to a place of pure fale Water, 
there are made Diamonds; and this is in’ cold 
places, whither that Fatnefs cannot cone, becaufe 
that Fatnefs would hinder the making of thefe 
Stones. For we muft kfiow, thart the Spirit of Wa- 
cer is fublimed eafily, ahd thar witha fmallhear ;

induftry of the skilful Artificer, who knows 
how to exalt Nature , but if he will attempt to do 
without Nature, he will be miftaken.> For not 
only in this Arce, but alfo in every thing elfe, we 
can do nothing but help. Nature and this by no 
other medium then fire, or heat But feeing this 
cannot be done, fince in acongealed Merallick bo- 
dy there appears no Spirits; it is neceflary that the 
body beloofed, or diffolved,. and the Pores there- 
‘of opened , whereby’ Nature may work.

be fimple? What fhall 1 fay of che Earth, which 
concains in it Water, Fire, Salts, “Air, and of it

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felf feems co be but meer Earth? O wonderful 
Nature, which knows how to produce wonder- 
ful fruits out of Water in che Earth, and from 
the Air to give them life. All chefe are donė, 
and che eyes of the vulgar do nor fee chem; but 
the eyes of the underftanding and imagination 
perceive them, and chat with a true Goht. The 
eyes of the wife look upon Nature otherwife chan 
the eyes of the common men. As for example, 
the eyes of che vulgar feechac the Sun ishors bue 
ethe eyes of Philofophers on the contrary fee it 
rather to be cold; but irs Motion to be hor. The 
‘AAs and Effedts of ic are underf{tood through 
the diftance of places. The Fire of Nature is 
one and che fame with it: for asthe San is the 
Center amongft the Spheres of the Planets; and 
out of this Center of the Heaven it {catrers its 
Hear downward by its motion3 foin the Center 
of che Earth is che Sun of the Earth, which by irs 
perpecual motion fendsics Heat or Beamsupward 
tothe Superficies of the Earth. That intrinfecal 

eat is far more efhcacious than this Elementa- 
y Fire ; but it is allsyed with an Earthy Wa- 
m i a from day to day doth penerrate the 

Torn of the Earth, and cools ic: So che Air 
Goth temper and mitigate the heavenly Sun and 
ts Heat, for this Air doth day after day fly round 
he World: and unlefs this were fo, all things 
vould be confumed by fo great a Heat, neichet 
ould any thing be broughe forth.

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‘But how thefe Elements work one with another, 
I will briefly declare. In the Center of the

Her. The Matrix of Air is Water, which bring- 
eth forh Sons of its own nature, but unlike, and 

far more fubul than icfelf5 for where the Wa- 
ter is denyed entrance, the Air enters? when 
therefore thac.Central Heat, which is perpetual, 
doth aé&t, it makes Watrer diftil and be heated: 
and fo that Water by realon of che hear is turned 
into Airs upon chisaccounc it breaks forth to the 
fuperficies of che Earth, becaufe it will not fuffer 
jt felf to be fhut.in è chen when it is cold it ss refol- 
ved into Water. - In the mean time ic happens 
alfo chac in oppofite places not only Aur but Wa- 
ter goes out ; fo you fee icis when black Clouds 
are by violence carryed up into the Air, for 
which thing take thisasa familiar example.

‘Fire or Hear is the caufe of che motion .of,che 
Air, and the life of all chings; and che Earth is 
the Nurfe of all chefe things, or theit receptacle. 
‘Buc if there were not Water to-cool our Earths 
and Air, then che Earth would be dtyed, for 
thefe two reafons, viz. by reafon of the Motion 
of the Central Sun, and Hear of the Celeftial:

But co comprehend the Argument of. all 
hefe Treacifes briefly, and in few words, chat the 
Reader which fears God may unde {tand my 
nind and meaning, the thing is this, It any 
nan doud: of the truth of che Arc, lec him read 
he voluminous Writings of ancient Philofophars, 
erificd by Reafon and Experience ; whom we may 
ie(ervedly give credit toin cheir own Arc: burat 
ny wall not give credit to them, then we know 
iot how to difpuce with them, as denying Prin- 
iples: for deaf and dumb men cannot {peak. 
Nhat prerogative (hould all things in this world 
rave before Metals ? Why thould thefe alone, by 
iaving Seed withourcaufe denyed co them, be ex- 
luded from Gods univerfal Bleffing of Malupli- 
ation, which holy Wric affirms was putin, and

allo chat chon mighteft have Nature, her light, 
and fhadow difcovered to thee. Benot difplea- 
fed if thou meerc{t fomecimes with contradictions 
inmy Tredatifes, it bering the cuftome of Philofo- 
phers co ufe chem; thou haft need of chem, if 
chou underftandeft them, chou fhall noc find a 
Rofe withour prickles. Weigh diligently what I 
have {aid before, viz. how four Elements diftil 
ynco the Center of the Earth a radical moufture, 
and how the Central Sun of the Earth, by its mo- 
tion bringeth it forth,and fublimeth it co che fupe- 


ficies of che Earth. Ihave {aid alfo that che Ce- 
le{tial Sun hath a correfpondency with che Central 


Sun : for the Celeftial Sun, and the Moon havea 
peculiar power, and vertue of diftilling into the 
Earth by vercue of their Beams: for heat 1s eafily 
joyned to heat, and Salt co Sale. And as the 
Central Sun hath its Sea, and crude Water, thac 
isperceptible ; fo che -Celeftial Sun hach its Sea, 
and fubcill Wecer thatis not perceptible. Inthe 
fuperficies che Beams of theoneare joyned to the 
Beams of the other, and produce flowers, and 
all chings, Therefore whenr there is Rain made, 
it receives from the Air that power of life, and 
joyns it with the Sale-nitre of the Earth ( becaule 
the Salt-nitre of che Earth 1s like calcined Tartar, 
diawing co it felf by reafon of its drynefs the 
Air, which in itis refolved into Water: fuchar- 
tractive power hath thé Sale-nigre of the Earth, 

which 
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which alfo was Air, andis joyned tothe fatnefs 
of che Earth) and by how much the more abun- 
dantly the Beams of the Sun beat upon ir, the 
greater quantity of Salt-nitre is made, and by 
confequence the greater plenty of Corn grows, and 
isincreafed, and thisis done daily. Thus much 
I thought good to fignifie to the ignorant of the 
correfpondency , or agreement of things amongft 
themfelves, and the efficacy of the Sun, and Moon, 
and Stars ; for the wife need notchis inftruétion.

manner, by a prudent Son of Art. Ie was not 
| my parpofe for fome reafons before mentioned in 
| the Preface, to publifh this Book, buta defire to 
| ‘deferve well of thofe that are {tudioufly given co 
‘Liberal and Philofophical Arts, prevailed with 


me, that I might hold forth to'them, that [bear

I doubt noc but many men of good 
con{ciences, and afteétions do enjoy this gift of 
God fecretly ; .chefe being warned by my example, 
and dangers are made more cautious,and wife,ha- 
ving that commendable filence of Harpocrates, 
Foras often as l would difcover my felf co great 
Men, icalwaysturned to my lofs and danger, By ` 
this my Writing I make my felf known to the 
adopted Sonsof Hermes, Tinftruct the Ignorant, 
and chem that are mifled , and bring them back 
into the right way. And lectheHeirsof wifdom 
know, that they fhall never have a better way; 
then that which is here demonftrated to them ; 
for I havefpokenall things cleerly: Only I have 
not focleerly fhewed che extraction of our Sale 
Armoniac, or the Mercury of Philofophers, out of 
our Sea water, and the ufethereof, becaufe I had 
from the Mafter of Nature no leave co fpeak any 
further, and this only God muft reveal, who 
knows the hearts and minds of Men. He will 
haply upon thy conftanr; and earneft Prayers, and 
the frequent reading over of this Book, open the 
eyesof thy underftanding. Theveffel, as Ifaid ` 
before, is but one from the beginning totheend, -` 
or at moft two are fufhicienc : che Fire is continual ` 
in both operations; forthe fake of which let the. 
Ignorant read the tenth and eleventh Treatifes. If 
thou fhalt operate in a third Matter , thou fhalt 
effect nothing: they meddle with this, whoever 
work not in our Salty whichis Mercwry, bur in 
Herbs, Animals, Stones, and all Minerals, except- 


ing 
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ing our Gold, and Silver covered over with the 
Sphere of Saturn. And whofoever defires to attain 
to his defied end, lec him uncerftand che conver- 
fion of the Elements to make lighe things heavy, 
andro make Spirits no Spirits ; then he thall noe 
‘work in a ftrange ching. The Fire isthe Rule, 
wharfoever is done, isdone by Fire; as fufficiently 
before, fo here we have {poken enough by way of 
Conclufion. Farewell friendly Reader! and long 
maift thou enjoy thefe labours of mine, (made 
goody or verified by mine own experience, ) to the

For in the foregoing Treatifes I have fuffict- 
ently explained Nacuré.by way of example: I have 
{hewed the Theory and Praxisy as plainly as ic was 
lawful. Bucleft any fhould complain of my brief- 
nefs, thar by realon of it I have omitted fome- 
ping, I will yer further defcribe to thee the whole - 

rtby way of Riddle, or Ænigmatical Speech ; 
that thou maift fee how far through Gods gui. 
dance lam come. The Books that crear of this 
Are areinfinite ; yet thou fhalt nor find in any | 
of them che truth fo much, 98 ic isin this of mine, 
made known or difcovered unto thee. The reafon “ 
thac encouraged me to make it fo plain, was chis, 
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viz. Becaufe, when I had difcourfed with many 
men, thae thought they underftood the Writings 
of Philofophers very well, I perceived thae they 
did explain thofe Writings far more fubtilly than 
Nature, which is fimple and plain, did require 4 
eyea all my true fayings did feem to them, being 
profoundly wife, or favouring of high things, co 
be of no value and incredible. It hapned fome- 
times that I would intimate che Arc to fome from 
word co word, but they cculd by no means undei- 
ftand me, noc believing there was any Water in 
our Sea, and yet they would be accounted Ph. lo- 
fophers. Since therefore they could nut under- 
{tand my words, which I delivered by word of 
mouth, I do aor fear (as other Philofophers were 
afraid) that any one can fo eafily underftand what 
Ihave wrote; Icische gift, I fay, of God. Irtis 
true indeed , if in the Study of Alchymy there 
were required fubulnefs and quicknels of wir, and 
things were of that Nature as to be perceived by 
the eyes of the vulgar, I faw that their fancies or 
wits were apt enough to find out fuch things: but 
I fay to you, be fimple, or plain, and not too wile 
until you have found out the Secret, which when 
you have, ic will of neceflicy require wifdom e- 
nough toufe and keepic; chenic will be eafte for 
you to writs many Books 3: becaute ic is eafier for 
him thart is inthe Center, and fees che thing, than- 
for him thac walks in che Circumference, and only 
hears it. You havechefecond Marter of all chines 
moft clearly defcribed unto yow: bat ler me give 
you this Caurioa, chacif you wonld atrain to this 
Secret, know chac firft of all God 1s to be prayed 


to,then your Neighbour is to be loved : and laftly, 
2 E do 
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do not fancy to your {elves things that are fubtil’, 
which Nature knew nothing of; but abide, I fay, 
abidein the plain way of Nature; becanfe you 
may -fooner feel the ching in plainne(s, or fimplici~ 
ry, than feeitin fubalcy, In reading therefore 
my Writings do not ftick in the Letter of them’ 
bucin reading of them confider Nature, and the 
poffibilicy thereof. Now before you fet your {elves 
to work, confider diligently what it is you feek » 
and what the {cope and end of your intention 1s: 
for ic is much tetter co learn by the Brain and Ima- 
gination than with Labour and Charges. And 
this I fay to you, that you muft {eek for fome hid- 
den thing, out of which is made (after a wonder- 
ful manner) fuch a Moiftuie, or Humidity, which 
doth diffolve Gold withour violence, or noife, yea 
fo {weecly and naturally as Ice doth melt in warm 
Water: if you find our this, you have thar ching, 
out of which Gold is produced by Nature: and 
although all Metals and all things have their ori- 
ginal from hence, yee nothing is fo friendly co ic 
as Gold ; for to other things there {ticks taft fome 
impurity , but to Gold none, befides ic is like a 
Mother unto it. And fo finally I conclude, if 
ycu will not be wife and wary by thefe my Wri- 
tings and Admonitions, yer excufe me who defire 
to deferve well of you: Ihave deale as faithfully 
asic was lawful for me, and as becomes a man of a 


good Confeiencero do. If youask who I am,lam

I asked, Can it nor be 
made yet better? Phe Philofophical Scripture be- 
ing wicnefs (faith he) ic may be exalted fArft to ten, 
thentoa hundred, chen co aihoufand, and ten 
thoufand. I required again of him, Sir; Do ma- 
ny know that Waters and hath it any proper 
Name? Hecryed out, faying, Few know it but 
«all have feenit, and do fee ic, and love it: it hach 
many and various Names, but its proper Name 1s 
the Warer of our Sea, the Warer of Life noc 
wecting the hands. . I asked yer farther, Do any 
ule ig co any othcr things ?

made all chingsinthe world, and in it they live , 
but in it nothing properly is, but it is chat thing 
which mixeth ic felf co every thing. I asked again 
Isit ufeful for any thing without the Fruit of this 


Tree? Torhishe faid, Nor inthis work; becaufe 


-itis not beccered, but in che Fruit of the Tree of 


the Sun alone. I began cointreat him, Sir, I pray, 
name it to me by fucha manifeft Name, that I 
may have no further doubt aboutit. But he cry- 
ed with a loud voice, fo as that he awakened me 
from fleep: Therefore I could ask him no further, 
neither would he tell me any more, neither can 
Tcellany more. Be fatisfied with chefe, and be- 
lieve me, that it is not poffible to {peak more clear- 
ly. For if thou doft nor underftand thefe things , 
thou wilt never be able to comprehend the Books 
of other Philofophers, After Saturn's unexpected 
and {ndden departure a new fleep came upon me, 
and then appeared to me Weptøne in a vifible 
{hape : He congratulated my prefent happinefsin 
the Gardens of the Hefperides , fhewing to mes 
a Looking-gla{s, in which I faw all Nature difco- 
vered. After the changing of divers words be- 
cwixt us, I gave hiw thanks for his courtefies (hew- 
edco me; becaufe I nor only entred into this Gar- 
deny but alfo came into Saturn’s molt defired 
Difcourfe. But becaufe by realon of Satarn’s 
unexpected departure fome difficulties did yer re- 
main to be inquired after, and fearched into, I 
earnef{tly befought him, that by means of this hap- 
py opportunity he would refolve me my doubts. 


Now Iimportuned him with thefe words, Sis I 
ave 
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have read the Books of Philofophers, and: they 
fay, thar all Generation is done by Male and Fes 
male, yet I faw in my Dieam Saturn put the 
Fruit alone of the Tree cf che Sun into our Mercus 
ry; I believe alfo thee as che Mafter of this Sea, 
tbat thou knoweft thefe chingss anfwermy Ques 
ftion, I pray thee. Buc he faid, It is true, my Son, 
all Generation is done in Male and Female, but by 
reafon of the diftinguifhing of chechree Kingdoms 
of Nature, a four footed Animal is brought forth 
one way,anda Worm another: Although Worms 
have Eyes, Sight, Hearing, anid other Senfes, yet 
they are brought forth by purrefaction, and their 
place, or earth, in which they are purrified , is the 
Female. Soin this Philofophieal Work the Mo- 
ther of this thing is that Water of chine fo often 
repeated, and whacfoever is produced of thar, is — 
produced as Worms by Putrefaction. Therefore 
the Philofophers have created a Phenix and Sela- 
mander. For if ic weie done by the Conception 
of two Bodies, it would be a ching fubyeét to 
death: but becaufe ic revives ic felf alone, che for- 
mer Body being deftroyed, it rifeth up another 
Body incorrupuble. Seeing the death of things is 
nothing elfe bur the feparation of the one from the 
other. And fo icisin this Phenix, becaufe the 
Life feparaces it felf by its felf- from a corruptible 
Body. Moreover, I asked hym, Sir, arethere di- 
vers things, or 1s there a compofition of things in 
this Work? But he faid, there 1s only one thing, 
with which there is mixéd ‘nothing elfe bur che 
Philofophical Water fhewed to thee oftentimes in 
thy fleep, of which there muft be ten parts to one 
of the Body. And allt ala aa ie be- .

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lieve, My Son, that thofe things which are by me 
and Saturn (hewed thee.by way of Dreams, accor- 
ding to the cuftom in this Iland, are not Dreams, 
but the very trath, which Experience the only Mi-

ver cothee. I yet furcher demanded fome things 
of him, but he without any anfwer after he had 
rook his leayé of me, departing fecme, being raifed 
from fleep, intoò`my defired Region of Esrope.

difperfed that aflembly into divers Provinces, eye-

oI of them fancied co himfelf what the conclufion 


of that difpute fhould have been, Every one

q. newLight of alchynip. 
therefore fer upon his work as before , one in this 
thing , another in that ching feeking the Philofo- 
phers Stone, and this is done cll this day withouc 
any givingover. Now oneof them remembring 
the di(putation, that the Philofophers Stone is ne- 
ceffarily to be {ought after in Mercury , faid co 
himfelf : Although there was no conclufion 
made, yet I will work in Mercvry, and will make 
a conclufion my felf in making the blefled Stone; 
for he was a man that was alwaies wont to talk to 
himfelf , as indeed all Alchymifts ulually do. He 
therefore began co read the Books of Philofophers, 
and fell upon a Book of Alanus, which treats of 
Mercury ; and fo that Alchymuft is made a Philo- 
fopher, but without any conclufion s And taking 
Mercury he began to work he pur it intoa Glals, 
and puc-Fire co it, the Mercury asit is wonc to 
do, vapoured away, the poor -filly Alchymift noe 
knowing the Nature of it, beat his Wife, faying: 


No body could come hither befides chee, chow 
tooke{t che Mercury out of che Glafs. His Wife cry- 
ing excufech her felf, and {peaks foftly co her Hut- 
band: Thou wile make a firereverence of chefe. 
The Alchym: took Mercury again, and put it 
again incohis Veffel , and left his Wife fhould 
take itaway, wacchedic. Butche Mercury, as 
its Manner is, vapoured away again. The Alchy- 
mít rememabring that the firft Matter of the Phi- 
lofophers Scone muft be volatile, rejoyced excee- 
dingly , altogether perfwading :himfelf char he 
could not now be deceived , having the firft Mar- 
ter: He began now to work upon Mercury bold- 
ly , he learned afterwards to fublimeit, and co 


calcine it divers ways, as with Sale, Sulphur, and 
Mee 
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Metals, Minerals, Bloud, Hair, Corrofive waters; 
Herbs, Urine, Vinegar, but could find nothing 
for his purpofe ; he left nothing unaffayed in the 
whole World, with whichhe did not work upon 
good Mercury withal. Bue whenhecould do no 
good ac all wich this, he fell upon this faying—~— 
that- it is found in the Dung-hil. He began to 
work ‘upon Mercury with divers forts of Dung, | 
together, and afunder : And when he was weary, 
and fullof thoughts he fell into a fleep.- Andin 
his fleep there, appeared to him. avifion: there 
came to him an oldMan, who faluted him, and 
faid ; Friend, Why art thou fad? Heanfwered, 
- I would willingly make the Philofophers Stone. 
Then faid he,: Friend, Of what wile thou make 
the Philofophers Stone? Alchymiffa. OF Mercu- 
ry, Sir, Senex. OF what Mercury? A'ch, There 
is but one Mercury. Sen. Ic iserue, there is buc 
one Mercury, but alcered varioufly, according to 
she variety of placess one is purer chen another: © 
Alch. O Sir, I know how to purifie it very well 
with Vinegar and Salt, with Nicre and Vitri- ` 
al. Sen. I cell chee this is not the true purifying of 
ac, nescher is this; thus purified , the crue-Mer. | 
cury : Wife omen have another Mercury, and 
another manner of purifying ic, and fo he 
vanifhed away. The Alchymift being raifed 
from fleep thought wich himfelf what-vifion this _ 
{fhould be, asalfo whacthis Mercury of Philofos 
phers fhould be: ‘he could bethink himfelf of no 
other but the vulgar Mercury. - -But yet he defi- 
red much that he mighc have had, a. longer dif- 
courfe with the old Man: bur yet: he worked 


continually ,'fometimes in the Dung of living 
Creatures, 
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Creatures, as Boyes Dung, and fometimesin his 
own. Andevery day he went to the place, where 
he faw the vifion , that he might fpeak with the 
old. Man again: fometimes he counterfeited a 
fleep, and lay with his eyes fhut expecting che 
old Man. But when he would not come he 
though: he was afraid of him, and would not 
believe chat he wasafleep, he fwore therefore fay- 
ing, my good old Matter be not afraid, for truly 
Jam afleep ; look upon my eyes, fee if I be nor: 
Andthe poor Alchymift after fó many labours, 
and the {pending of all his goods, now at laft 
fell mad , by alwaies chinkingof the old Man. 
And when he was in that {trong imagination, 
there appeared to him in his fleep a falfe vifion, in 
the likenefs of the old Man, and faid to him, do 
not defpair, my friend, thy Mercury is good, and 
thy Matter , butif ite will not obey thee, conjure 
it, thacicbe not volatiles Serpents are ufedcoke 
conjured, and then why not Mercury ? and fo 
the old Man would leave him. But the Alchy- 
mift asked of him, faying, Sir, expe, &c. And 
by reafon of a noife this poor Alchymift was raifed 
from fleep, yet not without greaccomfort. He 
took then a veffelfullof Mercury, and began to 
conjure it divers ways, as his dream taught him. 
And he remembred the words of the old Man, in 
that he faid, Serpents are conjured, and: Mercury 
is painted with Serpents, hë thought, fo ic mutt 
‘be conjured as the Serpents. And taking a Vef- 
fel wich Mercury he began to fay, Vx, Kx, Oftas, 
ec. And where thenameof the Serpent-fhould 
be put,he put che name of Mercury, faying:And 
thou wicked beaft Mercury, &c. As which words 
‘* 4 Mercury 
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Mercury began tò laugh, and to fpeak unto him 
faying, what wilcthou have, thac thou thus trou- 
blet me my Mafter Alchymift è? Aleh. O ho, now 


“thou calleft me Mafter, when I couch thee tothe 


quick, now I have found where thy bridle iss 
wait a little, and by and by chou fhalt fing my 
fong, and he began to {peak to him, as it were 
angerly, Art thou that Mercury of Philofophers? 
Merc. (asif he were afraid anfwered ) I am Mer- 
cury, my Mafter. .4/ch. Why therefore wile not 
thou obey me? and why could not I fix thee? ` 
Merc. O my noble Mafter, I befeech thee pardon 
me, wretchthat I am, idid not know thac thou 
watt fo greata Philofopher: Aleh. Didft not chou 
perceive this by my operations , feeing I proceeded 
fo Philofophically with thee? Mere. So itis my 
noble Mafter, although I would hide my felf, yee 
I fee I cannot from fo honourable a Mafter as 
thouart.

Yea, neither fhall this farisfie thees if she Wrieings 
of fo, many Philofophers cannot atistie chee s 
‘And efpecially if the daily operation o 


be ‘not a fufficient example, no other examp 
fliall do thee good. For 1f thou wouldít confider 


with a mature Judgment how Nature works , 
thou woulcf{t not have need of fo many Volumes 


of Philofophers; becaufe in my Judgment ic 1s 
better to learn of Nature, the- Miftris, then of her 
Scholars. Thou haft enoveh in the Preface of 
‘the Book of the Twelve Treatifes , as alfo inthe 
Firft Treatife ic felf, becaufe in this Art there be 
Ío many and fo great Books to be found > that 
they rather hinder than help thofe chat are frudt-

from reading of them, ‘There-be indeed many

‘Authors; but I fee cherr Explication is more dif- 
ficult than the Text, my adviceis, thac thou doft 
‘perfift in the Text, and whatfoever thou readeft 
apply to the poffibilicy of Natures and in the 
firft place enquire diligently what Nature is. All in- 
deed write, that fhe is a thing of {mall acconnt,ea- 


ifie, commons & indeed it is true,but it fhould have 


theen added, that fhe is fo unto wife men. The 


ewife man knows her to be amongft Dung, and. 
‘the ignorante man doth nor believe her to bein 
-Gold. And all thefe men, which have made fuch 
‘hard Books, if they were now ignorant of the Art,

all truth is plain and fimple: God the moft 
High Creator of all things put nothing thar is hard 
or difficult in'Nacure. If chou wile therefore imi- 
tare Nature, lee me perfwade thee co abide in the 
fimple way of Nature ; and thou fhalt find all 
good things. But if neither my Writings nor Ad- 
vice pleafeth thée, then go to other Authors.

Yea Geber himfelt in his firft Book of the Highe/t 
Pirfettion, ch, 23 fath: Through the moft high 
God it illuminates every body; becanfe it is Light 
from Light and Tincture. But befcre we creat of 
it, ic feems good to us to firft defcribe che original 
of the Principles ; efpectally fince of old Sul- 
phur hath been accounted the chiefeft of che Prin- 
ciples. Now very few have hitherto thewed 
whence the Principlesarife, and ic isa hard thing - 
to judg of any of che Principles, or any thing elfe, 
whofe Original and Generation 1s unknown : 
whatcan ablind man judg of a Colour? What 
our Predeceffors have omicted, that have we pur- 

pofed in this Treatife to fupply. 
a Now the Principles of things, efpecially of Me- 
tals, according to the ancient Philofophers are (WC, 
g Sulphur 
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Sulphur and Mercury; but according to che fat- 
ter Philofophers chree, Sal, Sulphur and Mercury. 
Now the Original of thefe Principles are the four 
Elements; with che Original of which allo we 
will firft begins Therefore fee chem thar are Stu- 
dents in this facred Science know char .there are 
four Elerments , and that every one of chefe fout 
hath in ics Center another Element, by which it is 
elemencated : and chefe are che four Statues of che 
world, feparated from the Chaos in the Creation 


of the World by Divine Wifdom ; and thefe up- 
hold the Fabrick of che World by their contrary 


acting in equality and proportion ,. and alfo by . 


the inclination of Celeftial Virtues, bring forth 
all things that are within and upon the Earth: 
but of thefe in their places: here we will return to 
‘our purpofe, and firft of che Element chat is nea- 


reft, viz. che Earth,

QHe Earth is of ‘great worth in its 
Quality and Dignity: in this Ele- 
ment the other three ,.efpecially the 
Fire reft. Ic is the moft excellent 
Element to conceal and difcover thofe 
things which are intrufted to ic: itis grofs and 
porous, heavy in refpect of its {malnefs, but 


light in refpect of its Nature; it is alfo the 
Center of the World, as alfo of the other Es 


lements: through xs Center- paflech- che Axel- 
tree of the World, and of both Poles. Ic is 


porous, as we faid, asa Spunge, and brings 
forth nothing of ic felf , but all things wharfoe- 
ver the other three diftil and proje& into it, 
ic receives , keeps all things that are to be kepr, 
bridgs co light all things that are to be brought 
to light, Ic brings forth ( as we faid before ) 


nothing of ic felf, but it is the Receptacle of o- 


ther things, and it is thatin which every thing 
that 
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that is brought forth doth abide , and by 
heat of Motion is pucrefied in w, andis muki 
plied by che fame, che pure being feparated from 
the ampure: That which-is heavy in ic is hid, 
and the Heat drives that which is light unto its 
fuperficies. It is the Nurfe and Matrix , of all 
Seed and Commixtion. Ic can indeed do no- 
thing elle chan preferve the Seed, and what is 
made of ic, till ic be ripee Icis cold, dry, tem- 
pered with Water; vifible without and fixed ; 
bue within invifible and volatiles Ic isa Vir- 
gin, and the Caput CMortuums left after the Cire- 
ation of the World, which fhall hereafter ac 
Divine Pleafure be calcined, after Extraction of 
irs Morf{ture, that of it a new Chriftall:ne Earth 
may be created, Alfo chis Element 3s divided 
into a pure parc and an impure. The Wa- 
ter makes ufe of che pure to bring forth things, 
bit the impure remains in its Globe. This Ele- 
ment is the hiding place, and Manfion of all 
Treafure. In its Cenrer.is the Fire of Hell, 
preferving this Fabrick of the World in its Be- 
ing; and chis.by the expreflion of Water into 
the Air, That Fire is caufed and kindled by 
the primum Mobile, and the influences of the 
Stars: the Heat of the Sun, tempered with the

Earth, without volaale , but wichin 
fixed, it is cold and moift, and tempered with the 
Air: itisthe Sperm of the world, in which the 
Sced of all chingsis kept : ic isthe keeper of the 
Seed of every thing, Yer we muft know thatthe 
Seed is one thing, and the Sperm another s the 


Earth is chérecepracle of the Sperm, bur Water is 
the recepracle of che Seed. Whatfoeverthe Air 


doth diftil into che Waiter, by means of the Fire, 
the fame doth the Water convey co the Earth. 

Sometimes the Sperm lacks fufficieny of Seed, for 
want of heat which thould digeft it; for there is 
always plenty of Sperm, expecting Seed, which by

nifeft that afenfible ching is always more worthy 
than a vegetables; for to the Organs of fenfible 
things much more {ubril and purer matter is requi- 
red: Butto return to our purpofe, 

This Element is the Men{truum of the world, 
and is divided into three forts, viz. pure, purer,and 
moft pure. Ofthe moft pure fubftance of it the 
Heavens are created, the purer is refolved into Air, 
but the pure, plain, and grofs remains in its {phere, 
and by Divine appointmant, and operation of Na- 
ture doth preferve and keep every ching that is fub- 
til. Ic makes one Globe together with che Earth: 
ic hath alfo its Center in che heart of the Sea: ic 
hath one Axel-treeand Pole with che Earth, b 
which all Courfes.and Fountainsof Water iflue 
forth, which afterward increafe and grow up into 
great Rivers, By thefe sffuing forth of Waters the 
Earth is preferved from burnings, and with this 
moi{tning the univerfal Seed 1s carried forth 
through che Pores of the whole Earth, which 
thing is caufed through heac and motion. Now 
ic is manifelt thar all Courfes of Waters return in- 
to che heart of the Sea; but whither afterward 
they run is noc known to every body. There be

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reafon of them. fay thatchefe Warers areconfumed 
inthe heart of che Sea, Bus this Nature will nor 
admitof, as we have {hewed when we fpake of the 
Rain: The Stars indeed caule but do not generate 
Water; feeing nothing is generated butin its own 
like of che fame fpecies : Now the Stars confift of 
Fire and Air, how then fhould they generate Wa- 
ters? Andif it werefo, that fome Stars {hould ge- 
nerate Waters , then neceflarily alfo muft others- 
generate Earth, and alfo others other Elements 3 
becaufe this fabrick of the world is fo upheld by 
the four Elements, that one may not exceed another - 
in the leaft particle, but they ftrive one with the 
other in an equal ballance; for otherwife if one 
fhould exceed the other, deftruction would enfue. 
Yet let every one perfevere in what opinion he 
pleafe, icischus (hewed to us by the light.of Na- . 
ture, that this Fabrick of the World ıs preferved 
by thefe four Elements, their equality being pro- 
portioned by the great God, and one doth not ex- 
ceed the other in its operation.

wg He Airis an entire Element, moft worthy 
of chethree in its quality, without lighr, 

| andiavifible, but within heavy, vifible, 
and fixed, ic ishot arid molt, and tem- 
pered with Fire, and more worthy then Earth; 


and Water. Ic is volatile, but may be fixed ; 


and when ic isfixed, it makes every body penetras - 


ble. OF its moft pure fubftance the vical Spirits 
of living Creatures are made; that which is lefs 
pure is taken up into its proper Sphere of the Ar ; 
but therefidue, viz. che groffer pare abides in the 
Water, and is circulated with che Water, as Fire 
with Earth, becaufe they are friendly theone co 
the other. It is moft worthy, as we have faid; 
and itis che crue place of the Seed of allcthings: 
in ic Seed is imagined, asin man, which after- 
ward by che circulating motion is caft intoits owa 
Sperm. This Element hath the Form of entire- 
nels co diftribuce che Seed into Matrixes by rhe 
Sperm, and Menftruum of the World. In ital- 
Ío is the vical Spirit of every Creature, living inalt 
Fl things, 
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things, penenating and conftringing che Seed in 
other Elements, as Malesdoin Females. Tt nou- 
rifheth them, makes them conceive, and prefer- 
veth chem ; and this daily experience ceacheth, 
that in chis Element not only Minerals, Animals, 
or Vegetables five, but alfo-other Elements. For 
we fee that all Waters become putrified, and filchy 
if they have not freh Air: The Fire alfo is extin- 


guilhed jf the Air be taken from it: ( Thence 


Chymifts come to know how to difpofe of their 
Fire into feveral degrees by means of the Air, and 


to order their regifters according to the meafure 
of the Air:) The Pores alfo of che Earth are pre- 
ferved by Air: In brief, the whole ftructure of 
the World is preferved by Air. Alfo in Animals, 
Man dies if you take Air from him, &c.. No- 
thing would grow inthe World, if there were ` 
hota power of the Air penetrating, and alcering, . 
bringing with‘ic fel nutriment that muleiplies: 
In this Element by vertue of the Fire is that ima: 
pined Seed, which conftringéth the Menftruum of | 
the World by its óccult power, asin Trees, and 
Herbs, when through the Pores of the Earth, by 
the acting of the fpiricual hear, there goech forth 
a Sperm withthe Seed, and the vertue of the Air 
in a proportion conftringeth, and congeals ic by 
drops; and fo Trees by growing day after day, 
dropafter drop, are at length raifed to be great 
Trees ; as we have treated in ‘the Book of the 
Twelve Treatifes. In this Element are all th.ngs 
‘entire through the imagination of Fire; and it is 
full of divine Vercue: forinit 1sconcluded che © 
Spirit of che moft high, v hich before the Creation 
wascarryed upon the Waters, asfaith the Script

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ture, And did fly upon the wings of the Wind, - If 
therefore it be fo, asindeed itis, that che Spirit of 
the Lord iscarryed.in it, why needs thou queftion 
buc that he hath lefe his divine vertue in tr? For 
this Monarch is wont to adorn his dwelling pla- 

ces; he hath adorned this Element wich the vital 
{piric of every Creature: for in it is the Seed ‘of 
all chings difperfed, in which prefencly after che 
Creation was (as we faid before) by: the great 
Maker of allthings included that magnetick ver- 
tue which if ic had nor, it could nor attract any 
nourifhmenty but fo the Seed muft be left, in-a 
{mall quantity > neither would increafe, or be 
mulciplyed ; buras che Load-ftone draws to'fe 
felf hard Tron (after che manner of the Aruck 
pole, drawing waterscto it felf, as we have fhewed 
inthe Element of water) fothe Air by a Vege. 
table magnetick power, which is in the Seed, 
draws to it felf che nourifhment of che Menftru- 
um of the world, i.e. water. All chefe things 
are made by Air, for chat is the leader of the 
waters, and the occult vertue thereof is included 
in all Seed for the attracting of radical moifture, 
and this vertue is, as we faid before, alwais the 
280th, part in all Seed, as we have fhewed thee in 
the chird of the Twelve Trearifes. If therefore 
any one would fuccefsfully plant Trees, lec him 
‘be tarefull that he turn the attractive point to- 
wards the Northern part ; fo he fhall. never lofe 
his labour: for as the Artick pole draws to it felf 
the waters, fothe verticle poine draws co it felf 
Seed; and every attractive point doth anf{wer to 
them. Thou haft an example in all manner of 
_ wood, whofe attractive point doth naturally tend 
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co the verticle point, and isdrawn by ic. For let a 
bowl of wood, if thou wile know which is the 
fuperior point, be put into water, and letit fink 
({o that che water exceed thelength of the wood) 
thou fhalt alwaies fee that point rife up before the 
oppofite parts for Nature knows not how to erre 
in heroffice : but of chefe we fhall treat further in 
our Book called Harmoniay where we fhall {peak 
more of che magnetick vercue (although he thall 
be eafily able co underftand the Load-ftone, to 
whom the Nature of Metals is known) Lec this 
fuffice that we have faid, chat this Element is the 
moft worthy of the three in which is Seed , and 
vital Spirit, or dwelling place of the Soul of eve-

Will.is. There is made by the Will of che fu- 


pream Maker of all things a moft vehement and 
terrible motion. Thou haft an Example of this, 
when any Monarch of this world fits in his pomp; 
what a quietnefs there is about him? what fi- 
lence? and although fome.one of his Court doth 
move, the motion 1s only of fome one or other 
particular man, which ıs nor regarded. But 
when the Lord himfelf moves, there is an uni- 
verfal (tirand motion, then all chat attend on him 
move withhim. Whatcthen? when that {upream 
Monarch, the King of Kings, and Maker of all 


things ( after whofe example the Princes of the 
world are eftablifhed in che Earth ) doth move 
-Jn his own perfon of Mayefty ? whata ftir? what 
trembling, when the whole Guard of his hea- 
venly Army move about him? Buc fome one may 
ask, How do we know thefe things, fince heaven- 
ly things arehid from Mans underftanding ? To 
whom we an{wer, that they are manifeft co all 
Philofopherss yea the incomprehenfible Wif- 
dom of God hath infpired into them, that all 
things are created afcer the example of Nature, 
and that Nature hath its bounds from thofe fe- 
‘cree things, and accordingly works 5 and that 
nothing is done on the Earth, but according to 
the example of the Heavenly Monarchy , whichis 
H 4 managed 
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managed by the divers Offices of Angels, . So al- 
fo there is nothing broughe forth, or generated , 
but what is done naturally. AIl humane Inven- 
tions, yea and Arts, which either are or fhall 
be, proceed not otherwife than from Natural Prin-. 
ciples. The moft High Creator was willing to 
manife all Natural things unto man, where- 
fore he (hewed to us that Celeftial things them- 
{elves were naturally made, by which his abfolute 
and incomprehenfible Power and Wifdom might 
be fo much the better known ; all which things 
the Philofophersin che Light of Nature, asina 
Looking-elafs, have the clear fight of. For which 
caufe they efteemed highly of this Art, viz. not fo 

much out of Covetoufnefs for Gold or Silver 
but for Knowledg fake, not only of all Natural 
things, but alfo of che Power of the Creator, and 
they were willing to fpeak of thefe things fpa- 
ringly, and only figuratively , left Divine Myfte- 
ries by which Nature is alluftrated , fhould be 
difcovered co the unworthy, which chou, if 
thou knoweft how to know thy felf, and art 
not of a ftf neck, mait eafily comprehend ; 
who art created after the likenefs of che great 
World, yea after the Image òf God, Thou haft 
inthy Body the Anatomy of the whole World, 
thou haft inftead of che Firmamentc the Quintef- 
fence of the four Elements, extracted out of che 
Chaos of Sperms into a Matrix, and into a Skins 
which doth compafs ic round, thou haft moft 
pure Blood inftead of Fire, in che vical Spirit 
whereof is placed the Seat of the Soul ( which 
js in{tead ot che King; ) thou hafta Heart in- 
ftead of the Earth; where thè Central Fire 
Í cons 
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continually works; and preferves the Fabrick of 


this Microcofm in its Being 3 thou haft thy 
Mouth inftead of the Artick Pole; and thy 


Belly inftead of the Antartick , and all chy: 
Members an{wer to fome Celeftials: of which 
in our Book of Harmony we fhall creat more 
fully, viz. in the Chapter of Aftronomy, where 
we have wrote how that Aftronomy is eafie, na- 
tural, how the Afpe&s of Planers and Stars are 
efficacious, and why Prognoftication is given of 
Rain, and other events, which would be too te- 
dious to reckon up here, and thefe are linked to- 
gether, and performed in a natural manner, on- 
ly God doth fome things extraordinary. Be- 
caufe che Ancients omitted it, we are willing 
to fhew it to him that is diligently {tudious of 
this Secret, that the incomprehenfible Power of 
the mot High God, may fo much the more 
clearly come home to his heart , and chat he may 
love and adore him the more zealonfly: Lec 
therefore the Searcher of this (acred Science know, 
that the Soul in a man, the leffer world, or Micro~ 
cofm fubftituting the place of irs Center, is the 
King, and is placed in the vital Spirit, in the pa- 
ret Blood. Thar governs che Mind , and the 
Mind the Body: when the Soul conceives any 
thing, the Mind. knows all things, and all the 
Members underftand the Mind, and obey the 


Mind, and are defirous to fulfil che Will thereof, 
For the Body knows nothing, whatfoever {trength 


or Motion isin the Body, 1s caufed by the Mind’: 
the Body is to the Mind, as Inftrumentrs are to the 
Artificers; Now .the Soul, by which Man dif- 
fers from other Animals , operatesin the Body ; 

| but 
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but it hath a’ greater Operation out of the Body;,- 
becaufe out of the Body it abfolucely reigns, 
and by chefe things ic ‘differs from other Ani- 
mals, who have only the Mind, not the Soul, 


of the Deity. So alfo God, the Maker of all 


things,our Lord and our God,works in this world 
thofe things which are neceffary for the World ;' 
and in thefe heis included inthe world; whence 
we believe that God is every where. But he 
is excluded the Body of the World by his in- 
finite Wifdom, by which -he works out of the 
Wold , and imagines much higher things than 
the Body of the Werld 1s able co conceive, and 
thofe things are beyond Nature, being the Se- — 
crets of God alone, You have the Soul for an- 
example , which out of che Body imagines many 
moft profund things, and in this it’s like unto © 
God, who out of. the World works beyond 
Nature ; although the Soul to God be as it were 
a Candle lighted to the light at Noonday: for 
the Soul imagines, but executes not but in the 
Mind ; but God doth effe& all things the 
fame moment when he imagines them ; as the 
Soul imagines any ching to be done at Rome, 
or elfewhere, in the twinkling of an eye, bue 
only in the Mind ; but God doth all fuch things 
e{fentially, whois omnipotent. God therefore - 
is noc included in che World , but asthe Soul in. 
the Body; he hath his abfolute power feparated 
from the World, fo alfo the Soul of any:Bo- 
dy hath its abfolute power feparated from the 
Body, to do other things than che, Body can 
conceive; ic hath a very great power: therefore 
upon the Body, if ic pleafeth', or otherwife our 
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rg a

Element doth feveral ways fecretly work upon 


ther Elements, and all things elfe: for as the An 
mal foul isof the pureftof this Element, fo th 
Vegetable is of the Elementary part of it, which 


governed by Nature. This Element doth aét upo 


the Center of every thing in this manner : Natur 
caufeth Motion, Motion ftirs up Air, the Air th 
Fires now Fire feparates, cleanfech, digefteth, co 
Joureth, and maketh all Seed to ripen, and bein 


ripe expels it by che Sperm into places, and matrix 


es, into places pure or Impure, more or lefshot, dr 

or raoi{t; and according to the difpofition of the 
matrix, or places, divers things are brought forth in 
che Earth, asin the Book of the Twelve Treatifes 
concerning Matrixes mention hath been made, that 
there are as many Matrixes, as places. So che 
Builder of allchings, the moft High God hath des 
termined, and ordained all things, chat one fhall 
be contrary to theother, yet fo that the death of 
the one be the life of the other: that which pro- 
duceth one, confumeth another, and another thing 
from thisis naturally produced, and fuch a thing 
which is more noble chen the former : and by this 
means there is preferved an equality of the Ele- 
ments, and {o alfo of the compofitum. Separa- 
tion is of all things; efpecially of living things the 
natural death, wherefore man muft naturally 


dic 
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e becaufe he is compounded of four Elements, 
is fubject co feparation, feeing every ching that 
compounded is feparated naturally. Buc 

is feparation of Mans compoficion muft needs 
ve been done in the day of judgment, i. e. the 
rft judgment, when the Sentence of a natural 
eath was pafled upon him: forin Paradife Man 
as immortale Whichall Divines, asalfo Sacred 
rit doth teftifie; but a fufficienc reafon of this 
mortality no Philofopher hitherto hath {hew- 
ds which itis convenient for the Searcher of this 
acred Science to know, that he may fee how all 
hefe things are done naturally, and be moft 
afily underftood. But ic is moft crue, that 
very compound thing in this World is fubjeé& 
o corruption, and feparation; which feparation 
n the Animal Kingdom is called death : and 
Man feeing he is Created and compounded of 
four Elements, how can he be immortal? It is 
hard to believe that this is done naturally ; but 
that there is fomething aboye Nature init. Yee 
God hath infpired ic into Philofophers that were 
good Men many ages fince, that this is fo na~ 
turally. Which cakero bethus. Paradife was, 
and is fuch a place, which was Created by 
the great Maker of all chings, of crue Ele- 
ments, not Elemencated, but moft pure, tem- 
perate, equally proportioned in che higheft 
perfection s and all things that were in Para- 
dife were Created of che fatne Elements, and incor. 
rupt; there alfo was Man Created and framed 
of chéfame incorrupted Elements, proportioned 


in equality, that he could in no wife be corrupted, 
there-

Arey Light of Alchymy: 
therefore he‘ was confecrated ‘to immortalit 
for without all doubt ‘God created this Par 
dile for Men onely, of which and where it 
we have largely created. in our Book of Ha 
mony. But when afterwards Man by his fin 
difobedience had tranfgrefled the commandme 
of the moft*High God ,. he was driven forth 
Beafts into the corruprible world. elementate 
which God created only for Beafts: who of n 
ceflity , feeing he cannot live without nutrimer 
muft from corrapt elementated Elements recei 
nucriment. By which nutriment thofe pure El 
mentsof whichhe was created, were infected 
and fo by httle, and little declined into corrup 
tion, until onè quality exceeded another, an 
deftru€tion, infirmity, and lat of all feparati 
‘on, and death of the whole compound followed. 
So that now they are neer unto corruption and 
death, who are procreated’in corrupt Elements, 
of corrupt ‘Seed, and ‘not in Paradife; for Seed 


 produted out of coirapr nutriments cannot be du: 


rable; and by how much the fonger icis_fince tht 
driving forth of Man out of Paradife, fo much 
the.neerer Men are to corruption ; and by confe- 
quence their lives are fo*much fhorter, and it 
will come to this pafs , that even generation ie feli 
by reafon of ‘the fhortnefsof life ‘(hall ceafe.. Yer 
there are fome places , ‘where’ the Airis more fa- 
vourable, and che Scars, more propitious, and 
there their Natures are not fo'foon corrupted, be- 
caufe alfo they live more’ temperately : Our 
‘Countrey-men by reafon of gluttony, and rnor- 
‘dinate living make quick haft to corruption. - This 
experience teacheth : that they chat are born of Ai 
see 
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Seed of infirm Parentsdo not livelong. But if 
Man had continued in Paradife, a place futable 
to his Nature, where all the Elements were as in- 
corrupt and pureas a Virgin, he had been 1m- 
mortal forever. Forit is certain chat when pure 
Elements are joyned together equally in their vers 
tues, facha fubje& muft be incorrupred : and fuch 
muft the Philofophers Stone be : Tothis Creation 
of Man the ancient Philofophers have hkened 
this Stone, but Modern Philofophers underf{tand- 
ing all things according tothe fetter do apply ic 
to the corrupt generation of this age. 

This immortality was the chief caufe that 
Philofophers exercifed their witsto find out this 
Scone, for they knew thar Man wasCreaced of 
fuch Elements which were found and pure. They 
therefore meditated upon that Creation, which, 
when they knew to be natural, began to fearch 
further into it, whether fuch uncorrupted Ele- 
ments could be had, or if they‘could be joyned 
together, and infafed into any fubje& ; Now to 
thefe the moft High God, and Maker of all 
things revealed, that a compofition of fuch Ele- 
ments wasin Gold: Forin Animals iccould not 
be had, feeing they muft preferve their lives by 
corrupt Elements ; in Vegetables alfo ‘it is nor, 
becaufe in them is found an inequality of the Ele- 
ments. And feeing all Created things are incli- 
ned to multiplication, the Philofophers propoun. 
ded tothemfelvesthac they would make tryal of 
the poffibiliry of Nature in this Mineral Kingdom; 
which being difcovered, they faw that there were 
innumerable other fecrets in Nature, of which 


as of Divine fecrets, they have wrote fparingly. 
SO 
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So now. thou feet how corrupt Elements 
come to be in a Subject, and how they are 
feparaced 5 when one exceeds the other, and 
becaufe then Putrefaction is made by the fir 
Separation, and by Putrefa&tion is made a Se- 
paration of the pure from the impure, if then 
there be a new Conjunction of them by vertue 
of Fire , it doth acquire a form much more no- 
ble chan the firft wase For inits firft Rate, cor- 
ruption was by reafon of grofs matter mixed with 
it, which is not purged away but by Putrefaétion, 
the Subjeét thereby being: bettered ; and this 
could nor be but by the verrues of the four Ele- 
ments, which are in every compound thing , 
being joined cagether : for when a Compofttunm 
muft perilh, ic perifhech by the Element of Wa- 
ter; and whilft they lie thus confufedly, che 
Fire, cogether with the Earth and Air, which it 
is in potentially, agree together , and by their 
united ferces do afterward overccme the Wa- 
ter, which they digeft , boil, and laftly con- 
geal; and afcer this manner Nature helps Na- 
cure. For if che hidden Cencral Fire, which 
is the Life of all things, overcomes and works 
upon that which is nearer to it, and purer, 
as it felf is moft pure, and is joined with it: 
fo it overcomes its contrary, and feparates che 
pure from the impure, and there 1s a new 
Form generated , and if ic be yet a licele hel- 
ped , much more excellent than the “former. * 
Sometimes by the Wit of a skilfal Arcificer * 
there are made things immortal, efpecially in 
the Mineral Kingdom. So all things are done 
by Fire alone, and the Government of Fire, and 
: are 
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are brought forth into a Being, if thou haft un- 


derftood me. 
Here now thou haft the original of the Ele- 


ments, their Natures and Opérations defcribed 
unto thee very briefly, which is fufhcient for 


our purpoft in this place. For otherwife if every 
Element were defcribed as ic is , ic would re- 
quire a great Volume not neceffary for our pur- 
pofe. All chofe things as we faid before, we 
refer to our Book of Harmony 9 where, God 
willing, if we lye fo long, we hall write more

ing they dedicated their writing only co the Sons 
of Art?) and named them Sulphur, and Mercu- 
ry, which alfo may fuffice us, ro be the Matter of 
Merals, as alfo cf the Philofophers Stone. 

VVhofoever therefore will be a true fearcher of 
this facred Science muft of neceffiry know the Ac- 
cidents, and an Accident ic felf, that he may 
learn co whac Subye& or Element he purpofech to 
come to, thac through mediams he may apply 
himfelf to char, if otherwife he defire tofill ap 
_the number of four. For as thefe chree Princi- 
ples were produced of four, fo alfo by diminution 
mult theie three produce two, Maleand Female; 
and two produce one incorruptible ching, in 
which thofe four fhall being equally perfect, be 
purified, and digefted co che ucmoft ; and fo a 
quadrangle fhall anfwera quadrangle. And chis 
is that quinceffence , which is very neceflary for 
every Arcificer, being feparated from many con- 
--tranes, And fothou haft inchefe three Princi- 
ples, in what natural compofition foever, a Body, 
a Spirit, and an occult Soul; which three, 1f chou 
{fhalt joyn chem together being feparared, and 
well purified, as we ‘faid before, without doubt 
will by imicacing Nature yeild moft pure Pruir. 
For although che Soul be taken froma moft noble 
place, yec it cannot come whither st tends but by a 
Spirit, which is the place; and manfion of the 
Soul; whichif chou wilt ‘reduce co its due pla ce, 
ac is neceflary thar 1c be wafhed from all its fouls 


and that the place be purified, that che Soul may 
I 2 be 
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be glorified in-it, and never more be feparated 
from it. Now therefore thou haft the original of - 
the three Principles, out of which itischy pare, 
by imitating Nature , to produce the Mercury of 
Philcfophers, and their Mht Matter; and to bring 
thofe Principles of things, efpecially of Metals to 
thy purpofe: feeing without thofe Principles itis 
impoffible for thee to perfect any thing by Arr, 
fince alfo Nature her felf can do nor produce no- 
thing without them. Thefe three are in all 
things, and without them there is nothing in the 
world, er ever fhall be naturally. But becaufe 
we faid before, that the ancient Philofophers na- 
med only two Principles, leftthe Searcher of the . 
Are fhould erre, he muft know , thar although 
they did not defcribe any other but Sulphur, and 
Mercury, yet without Sale they could never have 
attained co this work, fincethae is the key, and 
beginning of this facred Science : it is chat which 
openeth the gates of Juftice ; icisthat which hath 
the keyes to the infernal Prifons, where Sulphur 
lies bound, ashereafter {hall be more fully fhew- 
ed in the Third Treatife of the Principles, of © 
Sale. 

Now to our purpofe, whichis that thefe three 
Principles are altogether neceflary, becaufe they are 
the neer Macter.. For the Matter of Metals is two- 
fold, neer and remore. The neer is Sulphur, and 
Mercury. The remote arethe four Elements ¢ out 
of which God alone is able. co Create things. 
Leave therefore rhe Elements, becaufe of them 
thou fhale do nothing; neither canft thou ouct of 
them produce any thing but thefe three Principles, 
feeing Nature her felf can produce nothing elfe 

out 
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outof them. If therefore chou canft out of che 
Elements produce nothing but thefe three Princi- 
ples, wherefore chen is chat vain labour of chine 
to feek after, orto endeavour to make thae which 
Nature hathalready made to chy hands? Is it 
not better togo three mile chen four? Lec it fut- 
fice chee then to have three Pi inciples, out of which 
Nature doth produce all things in the Earth, 
and upon the Earth; which three we find to be 
entirely in every thing. Bythedue feparacion, 
and conjuntion of thefe. Nature produceth as 
well Mecals, as Stones, in che Mineral Kingdom ; 
butin che Vegerable Kingdom Trees, Herbs and 
all {fuch things; alfointhe Animal Kingdom the 
Body, Spirir, and Soul, which efpecially doth 
refemble che work of the Philofophers. The Bo- 
dy is Earth, the Spiric is Water, che Soul is Fire, 
or the Sulphur of Gold: The Spirit augmenteth 
the quantity of che Body, but the Fire augment- 
eth the vertue thereof, But becaufe there is more 
of the Spirit in weighr, thenis of the Fires che 
Spirit is raifed, and oppreffeth the Fire, and 
drawsicto it felf: and fo every oneof chem, en-* 
creafeth in vertue, and the Earth, which is the 
middle beewixe chemencreafeth’in weight. Lee 
therefore every Searcher of this Arc conclude in 
his mind what he feeks for out of thefe three, and 
lec him affift ic in che overcoming of its contrary ; 
and then lechimadd co the weight of Nature his 
weight, that che defectof Nature may be made 
up by Arc, that fhe may overcome what is contra- 
rytoher. Wefaid in the Element of Earth, chat 
the Earth was nothing elfebuc the receptacle of 
other Elements, 7. ¢. the fubye& in which thofe 
I 3 CWO) 
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two, Fire and Water, do (rive, the Air media- | 
ting 3 if the Water be predominant, it brings 
forth chings that are corruptible, and continue but 
for atime; but if theFire overccme, it produ- 
ceth things thac are lafting, and incorruptible, 
Confider therefore what is neceflary, for thee. 
Moreover know, that Fire, and Water are in eve- 
ry thing, but neither Fire nor Water makes any’ 
thing , becaufe, they, only ftrive togecher, and 
contend concerning. (wifcnefs siand vertue, and 


this not of chemfels es, but by the excitation of 
the, intrinfecal'heat , which by the motion of the 


heavenly yertues: is kindled in the Cepter of the’ 
Earth ; s without which thofe two. could never ‘do 
any thing , buc would both ftand ftillin their 
own bound , and weight : but Nature afterward 
joyned | chem two together proportionably , and. 
then firs them up by an intrinfecal heat, and fo 
they begin to contend one with. the other , and 
each of them will call co its help i ics like, and fo 
they a(cend and encreafe, until the Earth can af- 
cend no higher with them in the mean time 
thofe two by this retaining of the'Earthare fub- 
tilized ; (forin thar fubyeét of the Earth the Fire, 
and Water afcend inceffantly, and act through 
the Pores which are referved, and which the Air 
prepares) and out of their fubtiliacion proceed 
Flowers,and Fruit, i in which they become friends, 
i you may fee in Trees; for by how much the 
erter they are fubulized, ‘and purified by afcend- 
ing, fo much the better fruit do they bring forth, 
efpecially if they end wich their, vercues equally 


g joyned together,

Now 
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Now then the things being purged, and cleanfe 
éd, caufe chat the Fire, and Warer be made 
friends, whicti will eafily be done in their own 
earth , which did afcend withchem; and then 
thou fhaltin a fhorter time perfedtic, then Na- 
ture could, sf chou fhalt joyn them well together} 
according tothe weight of Nature, not as ic was > 
before, but as Nature reqitires, and as is needful : 
Becaufe Nacurein all compofitions puts more of 
theother Elements chen of Fire: always the laft 
partis Fire, but Nature according as fhe pleafeth,. 
adds an extrinfecal Fireto ftir up that intrinfecal 
according to more or lefs, in much or licele time; 
and according tothisif the Fire exceed, or be ex- 
ceeded, things perfect, or imperfect are made, as 
well in Minerals, asin Vegetables. The extrin- 
fecal Fire indeed doth not enter into the depth of 
the compofition effencially, but only in vercue ; 
for the intrinfecal material Firé is fufficient for ic 
felf, if only it hath nourifhment, and che ex- 
trinfécal Fire is nourifhment toit, and as it were 
Wood in refpeét of Elementary Fire, -and accor- 
ding to fuch a nourifhmenc it increafeth, and 1s 
multiplyed. Yee we muft cake heed, that there 
be not coo muchextrinfecal Fire, forif any one 
eats more then he is able, he ischoakeds a great 
Flame devours a I'etle Fire: che extrinfecal Fire 
muft be muluplicative, nourilhrng, not devour- 
ing, fo things are perfeéted. Decoétion there- 
fore in every thing ıs the perfection: fo Nature 
adds vertue, and weight, and makes perfect. Buc 
bécaufe ic ishard to add toa compound, fince ic 
requires a long labour, we advife that thou ‘take 
away fo much of that which is fugerfuous, as is 


l 4 need- 
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needful, andas Nature requires: The fuperflai- 
ties being removed mix them, then Nature will 
{hew thee, what thou haft fougheafter. Thou 
alfo fhalr know, if Nature hath joined che Ele- — 
ments well, or ill together , feeing all Elements 
confift in conjundtion. But many practitioners 
fow Straw for Wheat; and fome both: and ma- 
ny caft away thar, whichthe Philofophers love: 
fome begin and end , becaufe of their inconftan= 
cy; they feek fora difficule Art, and an eafie la- 
bour; they caft away thebeft things, and fow 
the worft: bucaschis Art isconcealed in the Pre-. 
face, fo alfois the Matter caft away in the begin- 
ning. Now we fay, that this Arc is nothing elle, 
but che vertuesof the Elements equally mixed : 
ic isa natural equality of hor, dry, cold, moift; a 
joining together of Male, and Female, which the 
fame Female begot, i.e. a conjun&tion of Fire, 
and the radical moifture of Metals. By confi- 
dering that the Mercury of Philofophers hath in 
it {elf its own good Sulphur, more or lefs depura- 
ced, and decoéted by Nature, chou maift perfect . 
all things out of Mercury : but if thou fhalt know. 
to add thy weighrsto the weights of Nature, co 
double Mercury, and triple Sulphur, it- will 
quickly be terminated 19 goed, then in better, un- 
ull intobeft of all: although there be but one ap- 
pearing Sulphur, and two Mercuries, -byt of 
one Roots not crude, nor too much boiled, 
yec purged , and diflolved , if thop haft under- 
{toodme. — | 
Jc isnot needful to defcribe the Matter of the 
Mercury of Philofophers, and the Matter of cheir 
Sulphur: no mortal Man evercould, or ever —_ 
alter 
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after fhall be able to defcribe ic more openly 
and clearly chan ic hath already been defcribed, 
and named by the ancient Philofophers, unlefs 
he will bean Anathema of che Art. For, it t; 
fo commonly named, chat truly it is not e- 
fteemed of , therefore do Students of this Art 
bend their minds rather to other fubtilties, than 
abide 'in the fimplicity of Nature. We do 
not yet fay, that Mercury of Philofophers is a 
common thing, and openly named, but the Mat- 
ter of which Philofophers do make their Sul- 
phar, and Mercury: for the Mercury of Philo- 
fophers is not to be had of it felf upon che Earth, 
but irt is brought forth by Arc ouet of Sulphur 
and Mercury joyned together; iet doth not come 
forth into light, for it is naked but yet is co- 
vered by Nature in a wonderful manner. To 
conclude,we fay, with repeating Sulphur and Mer- 
cury to be the Mine of our Quick-Silver ( but 
being joyned together ) that Quick-Silver can 
diffolye Metals, kill chem and make chem alive, 
which power it receivech from that fharp Sul- 
‘ phur, which is of its owa Nature. But that 
thou maift yer better conceive it » hearken to me 
whilft I cell chee the difference which is becwixe 
our Quick Silver and common Quick-Silver , 
or Mercury. Common Mercury doth not dil- 
folve Gold or Silver , fo that it cannot be f{epa- 
rated from thems but our Argent vive doth dif- 
folve Gold and Silver, and is never feparated 
from them, but is as Water mixed with Wa- 
cer, -Common Mercury hath combuftible evil 
Sulphur, with which it is made black : buc 


our Argent vive hath in it incombuftible Sul- 
phur, 
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phur, fixed, good, white and red. Common 
Mercury is cold and moift, our Mercury is hor 
and moft. Common Mercury makes Bodies 
black, and ftainsthem : our Argent vive makes 
Bodies white as Cryftal. Common Mercury is 
turned by Precipitation into a Citrine Powder , 
and an evil Sulphur: our Argent vive, by vertue 
of hear, into moft white Sulphur, good, fixed, 
and fluxible. Common Mercury by how much 
the more it is deco&ed , the more fluxible it is: 
our Argent vive , by how much the more it is 


a? 


deco&ted , the more it is thickned. By thefe 
circumftances therefore chou maift confider how 
the Common Mercury differs from the Mercu- 
ry of Philofophers. If thou doft not yer ún- 
der{tand , do not expeét ic; for no mortal man 
will ever {peak more plainly and clearly than 
we have done: but now of the Virtues of it, 
Our Argent vive is of fuch Virtue, that it is 
of it (clf{ufficient for thee, and for it felf, with- 
Out any addition of any extraneous thing, it is 
diffolved and congealed by a Natural decoéion 
only: buc Philofophers, for breviries fake, add to 
it itsown Sulphur, well digefted and ripened, and 
fo they work. | 

We could cite the Writings of Philofophers 
to confirm what we have faid 3 but becaufe.we 
have wrote clearer things than are in their Wri- 
tings, they. need not any confirmation , he fhall 


~ underftand who looksinto other mens Writings. 


If therefore thou wilt follow our advice, we 
advife thee, that before thou fetceft chy felf to . 
this Art, in the firft place thou learn to hold 
thy congue, and that thou inquire into the Na- 

ture 


for chou fhalt find our Mercury in every Subje@, 
; fand from all things the Mercury of Philofophers 
" may be extracted, although it be nearer in one 
i Subject than in another. Know alfo for certain, 
Ichac this Arc is not placed in fortune, or cafual

without this divine Blefling it would be of no ule, 
and unprofitable, which we our felves have had . 
experience of, feeing we have by reafon of this Arc: 
undergone great dangers , yea we have had more. 
mifchief and misfortune by it than advantage: 
i there is a time whea men are’ wile coo: 
» dace. 
| The Judgments of the Lord are a great depth. 
Yer I admired at Divine Providence in thefe my : 
misfortunes: for I always.had the Proteétion 
of our great Creator at hand, chat no enemy 
could be too hard for me, or reprefsme. The 
Angel of che Lord of this Treafury hath al- 
ways been my Keeper, into which Treafury the 
moft High Creator hath fhut clofe this Trea- 
fure only, which he «will always defend and’ 
fecure. For I have heard chat my Enemies 
have fell into that fnare which they laid for me. 
They which would .have taken away my Life 
have loft their own; and .fome of them which 
would have taken away my Goods have loft 
Kingdoms: Moreover, l know marly chat would 
have decracted from my good Name, have pe- 
rifhed with Difgrace. So great Prefervation 
have I always had from the great Creator of 
all.chings, who prefently took me from my

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when a good Opporcunicy 1$, omitted. But to res 
turn co Gur purpofes we fay, that Argent vive is 
the firft Matter of that Work, and truly nothing 
elfe ; whacfoever 1s added to ic arifeth from ite 
We have faid oftentimes that all chings in che 
world are made, aad generated of the three Prin- 
ciples ; but we purge fome things from their acci-g 
dents,’ and being purged ; join chem together a+ 
gain; and by, adding what i$ to be added, we 
fupply what 1s defeétive,and by imitating Nature, 
we boil chem to the higheft degree of perfeStion, 
which Natyre could by, reafon of accidents never 
do, and fo ended where Art muft begin. Moree. 
over, if thou defire{t co imitate Nature , imitate 
her in chofe things in which (he works. And let 
it not trouble thee that our Writings feem co çon- 
cradict one anothey 1n fome places; for {oit muft 
be, left che Are be too plainly difclofed: Bur do 
thou make choice of thofe things which agree with 
Nature, take che Rofes, and leave the Prickles. If 
thou doft intend to make a Meral, ler a Mecal-be 
thy ground work, becaufe of a Dog is generated 
nothing bur a Dog, and of Meral nothing but a 
Metal: for know for certain, if chou fhalt not take 
out of. Meral che radical moifture , well feparated 


thou {hale never do any ching ; . withouc Grains of 
Wheat thou fhalt all thy Ground in vain: thereis 


but one thing, bur one Art, but one Operation. — 
If therefore chou wilt produce a Metal, thou fhalc 
ferment witha Meral ; and if ‘thou’ wilt producea 
Tree, lec theSeed of theTree be chy Ferment«There 
is,as we faid,but one Operation,and befide ac there 
is none other that is crue. All they therefore are 
miftaken, that fay, that any ‘particular ching, bes 


fides 
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fides this one way, and natural Matter is true; for 
a Boughis not to be had but from the trunk of a 
Tree: Ie isan impoffible and fenflefs ching to go 
about to produce a Bough’; it is eafier to make 
the Elixir ic felfchan any particular thing,alchough 
moft fimple, thac will be advantageous, and 
abide a natural examination and tryal. Yer there 
be many that boaft they can fix Silver, but ic were 
better fo chem if they could fix Lead or Tin, fee- 
ing in My judgment ic is all one labour, becaufe 
they do nor refift che tryal of che fire, whilft they 


abide in their own Nature; but Silver isin its Nas 


cure fixed enough, and needs not any fophiftical 


fixation. But feeing there are as many opinions as 
men, we will leave every one to his own opinion : 
Lec him that will noe follow our Counfel, and 
imitare Nature, continue in his errour, Indeed 
particulars may eafily be made, if you have a Tree, 
whofe young Twigs may be grafted into divers 


Trees; asif you have one Water, divers kinds of: 


Fleth may-be boiled In ir, and according to the di- 
verficy of the Flefh the Broth hath irs taft, and 
this from the fame Foundation. We conclude. 
therefore that there is but one Nature, as well in. 
Metals as in other things, bur her Operation is 
various; alfothere isone univerfal- Magier accor- 
ding to Hermes. So from this one thing all thiags’ 
proceed. Yetthere be many Artificers who.follow 
every one hisown fancy :- They feek a new Nae, 
ture,and new Matter ; and inconclufion they find 
anew nothing,becaufe they interpree the Writings 
of Philofophers not according to the poffibilicy of 
Nature, but the Lecter. Buc all chefeare of chat 


Affembly, of which mention hath been made in 
the 
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the Dialogue of Mercury with che Alchymift ; 
who return home without any Conclafion ; they 


‘look after the end, without any medium, or in- 


deed beginning; and che reafon of this is, becaufe 
they endeavour not to attain to the Arc out of the 
Principles and Grounds of Philofophers, and rea- 
ding of the Books of Philofophers, but from Re- 
ports, and Pe of Mountepanys: (although 
now indeed the Books of Philofophers are perhaps 
deftroyed by the envious, by adding in fome pla- 
ces, and detraéting in others) afterwards, when 
things do not fucceed, they betake themfelves to 
Sophiftications, and aflay divers vain Operations , 
by making whites, by making reds, by fixing Sil- 


. ver, and extracting out the Soul of Gold; which 


in che Preface of the Book of the Twelve Treacifes 
hath been fufficiently denied. We do not deny, 
yea, we do fay, thar ic is altogether. neceffary, thar 
the Metallick Soul be extra&ted, but nor for any 
Sophiftical Operation , buc for the Philofophical 
Work, which being extracted and purged, mutt a= 
gain be re{tored co its own Body,that there may be 
a true re{urre&tion of aglorified Body. This was 
never our purpofe to be able to multiply Wheat 
without the Seed of Wheat,bur that that extracted 
Soul be ablein a fophiftical way co tinge another 
Metal, know chat it is a thing moft falie, and that 
all chofe that boalt of doing it are Cheaters: but 
of that more fully in the third Principle of Sale ;

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Werold youinthe Dialogue of Mercury with 
the Alchymift, of an Afiembly of Alchymifts 
that were met together co confule out of whac - 
Matter, and how the'Pnilofophers Stone is to be 
made, and how chat by the misfortune of a tem-- 
pc{t they were withoucany conclufion difperfed al- 
moft through the whole World. : For there arofe 


a {trong tempeft, and very great Wind, which 
difperfed chem all abroad, and fo blowed through 


forne of their Heads, thar till this time they caii« 
noc yet recover themfelves, by means of which 
divers forts of Worms are bred in their byains. 
Now there were amongft them Men of divers 
opinions, and conditions, and among the reft , 
there wasthis Alchymift , which in this Treatife 
I (hall difcourfe of: he was otherwife a good 
Man, but without a conclufion, or unrefolveds 
alfo of the number of thofe who propound to 
themfelves to findtouc the Philofophers Stone cafu- 
ally, and he was Companion to chat Philofopher 
who difpuced with Mercury. Now this man 
faid , If 1t had been my fortune to have {poke 
with Mercury , I fhould have fifhed him dry in 
few words; that other, faith he, was a foole, he 
knew not how to proceed with him. Mercury ine 
deed never pleafed me, neither indeéd do I think 
there is any good init: buet I approve of Sulphur, 
becaufe ac chat meeting we difcourfed moft excel- 
lencly of at af chac cémpeft had noc difturbed us,’ 
we had concluded that thar had been the fiit Mat- 
rer, for I am noet wont co trouble my felf with | 
lighcand trivial matters, my Head is full of pro-: 
found Imaginanons. And fo being full of confi- 


dence he refolves to work in Sulphur, he began 
therefore 
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therefore to diftil it, co fublime, calcine, co fix it, 
to make Oyl per Campanam of ic, fometimes by 
it felf, and formecimes with Cryftals , and Egg- 
{hels , and he tryed divers other Operations a- 
boucic: and when he had fpene much timé and 
co{ts, and could find nothing to his purpofe, he 
was {ad,and being in a miferable perplexity pafled 
over many nights without fleep; allo oftentimes 
he went forth out of the City, co behold things, 
that he might the more conveniently devife fome- 
thing that was certain in his operation: Now it 
fell out upon 2 time, as he was walking up and 
down y he fell into an excafie with beholding of 
things, and came unto a certain green Wood, ve- 
ry full of all manner of things ; in which were 


Mines of all Minerals and Metals, and all kinds 
of Beafts and Birds, and abundance of Trees, 
Herbs,and Fruit: there alfo were divers Conduits 
of Water; forin thole places there was no Wa- 
ter co be had, but what was broughe thither by 
divers Inftruments and Pipes, and this by divers

Becaufe Nature out of thefe Principles, 
which are Sale, Sulphur and Mercury, doth pro- 
duce Minerals, and Metals, and all kinds of things; 
and it doth not Amply produce Metals outof the 
Elements, but by Principles, which are the me- 
dium betwixt the Elements, and Metals: mee 

5 a i ore 
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forcif Nature doth noc make thofe things much 
lefs hall Arre And not only tn this example, but 
alfo in every natural procefs a middle difpofition , 
1s to be obferved. Wherefore herein this Trea- 
tile we haye fufficiently defcribed the Elements, 
their aGtings, and operations, as alfoche original 
of che Principles (becaufe hitherto no Philofopher 
hach-difcovered things more cleerly) thar the well 
minded fearcher might the more eafily confider in 
what degree the Scone differs from Metals, and 
Metals from Elements. For there is a difference 
beewixc Goldand Water, but lefs betwixt Water 


and Mercury ; and leaft of all betwixt Mercury 
and Gold. For the houfeof Goldis Mertury, 


and the houfe of Mercury is Water: but Sulphur 
is that which coagulates Mercury ; which Sulphur 
indeed ismoft dificulily prepared , but more dif- 
ficulely found out. For in che Sulphur of Philofo- 
phers this fecret confifts, which alfo is contained 
inthe inward rooms of Mercury , of whofe pre- 
paration , withdue which icis unproficable, we 
ihall difcourfe hereafterin che third Principle of 
falc, feeing here we treat of che vercue, and ori- 
ginal, not Praxis, of Sulphur. | 

+ Wherefore now we have not writ this Treatife 
that we would difprove any of theancient Philos 
fophers, burt rather confirm their Writings, and 
{upply chofe things, which they have omitted : 
feeing that Philofophers themfelves were but mer; 
they could not be accurate inallchings , neither is 
one man fufficienc for all things. Miracles alfo 
have feduced {fome men from the right way of Na- 
ture, as weread happened in Albertus Magna | 
‘amoft witty Philofopher; who writ, that in his

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times there were grains of Gold found betwixt the 
ceethof adead man in his grave. Hecould nor 
» find out this Miracle, but judged it to be byrea-, 
fon of the Mineral vertue in man, being confirmed 
in hisopinion by that faying of Morien: And 
this Matter, O King, ss extratled from thee : 
but this is erroneous, for Morien waspleafed to 
underftand thofe things Philofophically. For the 
Mineral vertue is placed in its own Kingdom, as 
the Animal is in its Kingdom , as in the Book of 
the Twelve Treatifes we have diftinguifhed thofe 
Kingdomes, and divided them into three King- 
domes; becaufe every one of thefe withoue the 
sngréfsof any other thing ftands in it {elf} and is 
mulciplyed, Iris true indeed that inthe Animal 
Kingdom, Mercury is as the Macrer, snd Sul: 
phur asthe vertue , bucthe Animal is not Mine- 
ral. The vertue of the Animal Sulphur f it 
were notin man, iccould not congeal the blcud 
Mercury into flefh, and bones: fo alfo if there 
were nota vertue of the Vegetable Sulphur in the 
Vegetable Kingdom, ircould not coagulate Wa- 
ter, or the Vegetable Mercuryinto Herbs, and 
Trees. So alfo itisto be underftood in the -Mi- 
neral Kingdom. Thefe three Mercurizes do net 
indeed differ in vertue, nor the three Sulphurs, 
becaufe every Sulphur hath a power to coagulate 
ics own Mercury 3 arid every Mercury hath a 
power to be coagulated by its own proper:‘Sulphur; 
and by noother that isa ftrangerto it. Now the 
reafon why Gold was found , and generated be- 
twixt the teeth of chedead man Js this, becaufe 
in his life came Mercury was by fome Phyfiuan 
conveyed into his infirm body , either by unétions 
or 
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or by Turbith, or fome other way , asthe cuftom, 
and manner was, ahd it was the Nature of Mer- 
cury to goup to the mouth, and through the 
{ores thereof to be evacuated withthe Fleom. If 
tħereforein time of: fuch a curethe fick man dy- 
ed, that Mercury not finding any egrefs, remain- 
edin his mouth becwixe his reech , and that car- 
kafs became che na u al veffel of Mercury, fo be- 
ing (huc up faft for a long time was congealed in- 
to Gold by itsown proper Sulphur , being purify- 
ed by the natural heat of purrefaction , caufed 
by che corrofive Flegm of thé Mans body. But 
if Mineral Mercury had not been brought in thi- 
ther, there could Gold never have béen produced 
And this isa moft tue example, that Nature in 
the bowels of che Earthy doth of Mercury alone 
produce Gold, and Silver, and other Metals, ac- 
cording co the difpofition of the place, or matrix; 
for Mercury hath in its felf its own proper Sul- 
phur, wich which ic is coagulated into Gold, un- 
les ac De hindred by fome accident, or hath nora 
requifice heat, ora clofe place. The vertue there- 
foreof Animal Sulphur doth not congeal Mercu- 
ry into Gold , but into Fleth: for if there were 


fuch a vereuein Man, it would happen to be fo in 
all bodies 3 which it doth noes Many fuch Mi- 


racles and accidents fall out , which being not well 
confidered by che Writers, occafion the Readers 
to fall into errors: yec thehoneft fearcher muft 
apply all chingstothe poffibiliry of Natures if 


they do not agree with Nature, they muft be lec 
alone, and waved.
